AN AWARD winning gardener’s 
plans for a popular family spot are 
being met with horror by the people 
of Broadstairs. 

The Royal Albion Hotel’s garden revamp, cur¬ 
rently taking place at the clifftop overlooking 
Viking Bay, is midway through construction. 

The grass has been removed and decking will 
be laid by Trevor Tooth, Radio Kent’s garden 
expert and Chelsea Flower Show medal winner. 

However, many locals do not like what they see 
and accuse owners Shepherd Neame of spoiling a 
well-known family area. 

Margaret Kent, chairman of the Liberal 
Democrats in Broadstairs, Ramsgate and St 
Peters, was one: “It’s awful. I mean do we really 
need more decking? There was nothing wrong 
with the garden as it was, it had a lot of charm 
but now it’s gone.” 

She added: “I’ve spoken to dozens of people 
about this and not one person has said that they 
like what’s going on. They think it’s awful.” 

A spokesman for Shepherd Neame, who 
acquired the hotel last year, said: “It’s a key land¬ 
mark in the town and we want to get it right.” 

The brewer’s retail director, Nigel Bunting, 
said: “We have received a great deal of positive 
feedback from customers over that time. 

“The garden is the first stage of a major invest¬ 
ment at the hotel. The work has both listed build¬ 
ing and planning consent. 

“Not all of the plants and trees are being 
removed and there will be considerable addition¬ 
al planting within the new development. As a 
result we are confident that it will be a significant 
improvement to the hotel and I am sure it will be 
enjoyed to its full by many customers.”

Savings made, but 
council tax set to rise 


THANET District Council 
has announced its increase 
in your council tax for the 
next financial year. 

The rise will come into force when 
the council’s budget is passed by cabi¬ 
net and payments will begin from 
Tuesday, April 1. 

For an average Band D house the 
bill will now be around the £1,400 
mark. 

Minster residents pay the most at 
£1,424 while those in Margate pay the 
least with £1,397. 

The money is shared out between 
Thanet council who take 14.17 per 
cent, the police with 9 per cent and 
Kent Fire and Rescue with 4 per cent. 
The difference is made up of local 
charges to parish and town council 
local precepts. 

Kent County Council receives the 
biggest chunk of your money, with 72 
per cent.

Across Kent, council tax rose by 3.9 
per cent. The average household will 
have to pay around an extra £8.46 per 
year, for Thanet’s council services. 

The increase is a rise of 4.5 per cent, 
after the council moved to keep the 
rate rise at the same amount as it has 
been for the last three years. 

Tough 

Cllr Martin Wise, cabinet member 
for finance, improvement and cus¬ 
tomer services, said: ‘We said last 
year’s budget was tough, but this one 
has been just as hard, with such a dis¬ 
appointing settlement from central 
government. 

“When you really look at the 
amount of money we are receiving in 
grants from them, it’s clear that a like 
for like increase on last year’s amount 
of just 1.1 per cent is not enough, 


when you consider that inflation is 
running at over 4 per cent.” 

He went on: We are an ambitious 
council that wants to achieve the best 
for our residents and that includes 
delivering on the priorities that mat¬ 
ter to them. 

“That’s why we’ve taken a hard look 
at where we can find savings over the 
last few months to enable council tax 
rises to be kept to an absolute mini¬ 
mum. Finding savings of almost £3 
milli on in our budget has not been 
easy, but we’ve managed to do it and 
in ways that don’t impact on front line 
services. 

“That includes delivering better 
value for money in the contracts we 
negotiate, tightening up spending on 
areas such as postage, printing and 
telephone costs and also by improved 
management of council land and 
buildings to ensure that they provide 
maximum value for money for our 
residents.” 


Police seize alcohol from under age drinkers 


A MIXTURE of alcopops, beer and cider 
has been seized from youngsters in 
Broadstairs. 

A total of 49 seizures were made in 
the town and one person was issued a 
fixed penalty notice for selling cider to a 


16-year-old boy. Officers witnessed the 
sale and handed out an £80 fine. 

Police officers will be out on a similar 
operation this weekend. 

Neighbourhood inspector, Simon 
Morris, said: “The results of this week¬ 


end’s work are good. The problems we 
have in Thanet are often fuelled by 
alcohol. 

We are playing our part in prevent¬ 
ing young people from getting hold 
of it.”

Hotel garden 
regeneration 
called 'crazy'

RADIO Kent’s gardening guru is 
coming under fire for his plans to 
make over a much-loved 
Broadstairs spot. 

The Albion Hotel’s garden on the seafront is 
getting the Trevor Tooth treatment as the radio 
regular has been commissioned to revamp the 
site on behalf of owners Shepherd Neame. 

However, some residents are unhappy with 
the scheme, protesting that the spot is being 
ruined and stripped of its natural charm. 

Broadstairs tree warden, Camille Sutton, has 
even branded the work “crazy”. 

She said: “This is an old fashioned garden 
where people went with their kids to sit out in 
the sun. It was a continuation of the gardens 
along the promenade, had a lovely feel and was 
popular with locals and tourists.” 

“It was a real jewel and very popular. We’re 


not saying it didn’t need a bit of money spent on 
it but what they’re doing to it is crazy.” 

Others in the town have also complained that 
the work will spoil the popular family spot. 

Filmmaker Christine Tongue described the 
efforts as little more than a “tear up and pave 
over to the horror of everyone here!” 

She added: “I hate garden makeovers. Why 
spoil something quite natural with grass and 
trees and make what amounts to a back yard?” 

Meanwhile, Mr Tooth, a past medal winner at 
the Chelsea Flower Show, said he was sorry for 
leaving people down in the mouth but promised 
the finished results will be worthwhile. The 


gardener plans to lose a hedge, lay two areas of 
cedar platforms and smarten up the area. 

He said: “I’m really not trying to offend any¬ 
one. This has been thought about a lot. We’re 
not just chucking down a load of concrete slabs 
and laying a load of cheap decking. 

‘What we’re doing will make more space for 
families, which was a struggle before, and doing 
more planting to achieve a better rhythm of 
colour through the year. 

“The garden was in need of regeneration and 
that’s what we’re doing, making it better and 
enhancing it. I think people will be very pleas¬ 
antly surprised when it’s finished.” 


Political posturing 
at ground breaking 

WORK on a new road aimed at relieving 
the traffic in Westwood has begun. 

Thanet’s Conservatives broke ground 
to celebrate the construction of the KCC 
and Thanet council venture at New 
Haine Road last week - firing off a broad¬ 
side at the previous Labour administra¬ 
tion and the government. 

Council leader, Sandy Ezekiel, said: 
‘This is about two Conservative councils 
working together to get results. There’s 
not a penny of Westminster money going 
into this. It’s a victory for innovation and 
building a business-friendly environ¬ 
ment for jobs in our area.” 

The road is the first phase of five 
upgrades for the Westwood area. 

North Thanet MP, Roger Gale MP said: 
‘Thanet and Kent County Councils are 
doing their best to get infrastructure in 
place before development takes place. 
The task would have been a lot easier if 
the last Labour council, which likes to 
claim credit for Westwood Cross, had 
paid a little attention to roads and rail¬ 
ways when agreeing the outline plans.” 

The Tories say disruption to traffic 
along the existing Haine Road should be 
minimal.

The man behind the “Eastcliff Richard” 
moniker told Yourthanet: “I haven’t a clue who 
got in but I can’t log in to the site anymore so it

looks like the entry details have been changed 
somehow. Other bloggers I know have experi¬ 
enced this in the past.” 

However, the mysterious blogger has vowed 
to make a comeback.

• The laws concerning what you can and can't say 

are still much-debated due to the law governing 

the internet still being something of a legal grey area. 

He added: “I will be back in some form or 
other, hopefully with the blog, or maybe in some 
other guise if not.” 

Last week, Tory councillor, and author of the 
popular Thanet Life weblog, Dr Simon Moores, 
hung up his keyboard due to the stress it was 
bringing him.

Detective pleased at 
paedophile sentencing 

A PAEDOPHILE who groomed a 14-year-old 
from Westgate-on-Sea has been sentenced. 

Dover’s Phillip Vivash, 39, was sentenced to 
a three year community order under supervi¬ 
sion from probation officers at Canterbury 
Crown Court last Monday. He had admitted 
his offences during an earlier court date. 

Vivash will also be placed on the sex offend¬ 
ers register for five years, attend the sex 
offenders’ treatment programme and must 
not have unsupervised contact with children 
other than his own. 

Det Insp Andy Somerville said: “Judge 
Adele Williams told him he did not fool any¬ 
one and a man of his age should not and will 
not engage in such activity.” 

He added: “The sentence is entirely appro¬ 
priate for this level of offending and it has 
had a substantial effect on his life. Vivash 
has lost his job and the prevention order will 
make his family life difficult. 

“I hope this serves as a significant warning 
to any other predatory sex offender to think 
again before acting.”

« How do you think the policeman's role has changed since 
the late 60s when you were on the beat? 

A When I j oined Panda cars were just coming 
and policemen were more visible on the 
streets. For instance you would have to do 
point duty at junctions, which is now done 
electronically. 

Communications have improved, but before 
you were in more contact with the people. 
Although the technology has improved it has 
made the police more remote from the public. 
Society is more violent and there is less 
respect for the police. 

Also if an officer was attacked we could rely 
on the courts to send the attacker to prison. 
That doesn’t happen any more. 

Q What do you think of the advent of the Police 
Community Support Officer, who only has limited pow¬ 
ers under the law. 

A If you have a police force it should be prop¬ 
erly trained, manned and equipped. There 
shouldn’t be any cheaper half-way houses. The 
trouble is some senior officers who believe 
policemen should become social workers. 

Other people are qualified to fulfill that role. 
A policeman’s job is to keep the streets safe. 

fl What do you think about the switch to community sen- 
teneing in many cases and some life terms being cut to 
around ten years? 

A I think the court system has gone soft. 

There is now no respect for the law in some 
quarters. If a copper was killed on duty you 


knew the killer would get life. These days they 
can be let out after a short period. In such a 
case life must mean life - no half measures. 

Q Is life on the street more dangerous for a policeman 
now? 

A lt is because criminals don’t seem to be 
worried about committing violent crime. 
You also get more women committing crime. It 
was very rare that you would arrest a woman 
for any sort of street crime. 


Q 


How much have drugs and drink fuelled crime? 


A Much of the violent crime in our streets is 
related to drink or drugs. You only have to 
look at town centres on a weekend to see that. 
There has always been an element in society 
who wanted to drink and then have a fight, 
but it is now more widespread. 

Fortunately in Kent we don’t have so much 
of the drug-related violence, but life for the 
officer on the street will get tougher unless the 
courts back the police with custodial sen¬ 
tences. 

Q Do you think police have had a raw deal from the gov¬ 
ernment in the recent wage negotiations? 

A I felt so strongly about the government 
breaking their word and eroding the condi¬ 
tions of police service that I took part in the 
Whitehall march two weeks ago. 

The government entered a covenant 30 
years ago which governments of both colours 


have honoured until now. We are not talking 
about big bucks here. Most local authorities 
had actually budgeted for it. The government 
must be shamed into keeping its word. 

I believe services like the police, ambulance 
and fire brigade should be able to negotiate 
with the government through an independent 
body. Once that body rules its ruling should be 
binding on both sides. 

Q Do you think high profile criminals like Kenneth Noye, 
the murderer you brought to trial, attract too much hero 
worship? 

A Decent people don’t feel valued. There is a 
culture which says the criminal is the hero 
and that is fuelling a lack of respect for law and 
order. Noye is a cold-blooded killer who did his 
best to avoid justice. He had no compunction 
about plunging a knife into a young man 
(Stephen Cameron) who was on a Sunday trip 
out with his girlfriend. He had no compunction 
about killing a police officer either. 

Do you keep in touch with Stephen Cameron's family? 

We still talk. 

Q Because you were retired by the time Noye came to trial 
did you feel marginalised? 

A Even though I gave evidence at the trial I 
wasn’t involved in any press conferences. It 
was as if I didn’t exist.

Radio 1 extravaganza 
set for tickets rush

A HOST of chart-topping bands 
are set to descend on the county in 
May as the UK’s biggest free music 
event comes to town. 

BBC Radio l’s Big Weekend will take place 
on May 10 and 11 at Maidstone Mote Park - 
after breakfast show host Chris Moyles 
revealed the venue live from Leeds Castle on 
Friday morning.

SIMPLY washing your hands with 
alcohol gel or liquid soap and water 
is the best way to help the count/s 
hardworking doctors and nurses in 
their battle against killer health¬ 
care-acquired infections. 

Consultant microbiologist James Nash 
spoke to KOS Media about the main super¬ 
bugs - MRSA and Clostridium difficile. 

Although different in their transmission and 
symptoms, all bugs are spread by poor hygiene 
and overuse of antibiotics. 

Dr Nash, who is director of infection preven¬ 
tion and control for East Kent Hospitals NHS 
Trust, said the original superbug MRSA start¬ 
ed to emerge in the 1970s, gradually becoming 
more common and accelerating in the 90s. 

He said during this period the NHS did not 
pay enough attention to cleaning hospitals 
and controlling the use of antibiotics. 


The situation has improved since reaching a 
crisis in 2000, but has left a legacy of large 
numbers of people who are MRSA carriers. 

Dr Nash said most people have 
Staphylococcus (Staph) on their skin, but what 
makes it MRSA (or methicillin-resistent 
Staph aureaus) is resistance to a lot of antibi¬ 
otics. It is not dangerous when it lives in areas 
such as the armpits and nose, but it is more 
difficult to treat when it gets into infections. 

Experts believe around three per cent of the 
population are MRSA carriers, but the rate of 
carriage rises to 10 to 20 per cent among the 
elderly. It causes abcesses and boils, and can 
lead to blood poisoning. It can be spread on the 
hands through touching a number of patients. 

The best way to kill the bug is alcohol gel 
hand wash, which is now available in all hos¬ 
pital wards. Infections are treated with special 
antibiotics. 

Dr Nash said the UK is fortunate, at the 
moment, not to have a significant number of 
cases of the particularly virulent strain cur¬ 
rently affecting America - known as C MRSA. 

“These have not appeared in this country in 
any significant numbers, but they may be the 


THE NEW THREATS 

• Pseudomonas is a bacterium found in water and can be a 
problem if medical equipment is not decontaminated proper¬ 
ly. Strains can be resistant to antibiotics, making it difficult to 
treat and manage. 

• ESBL Klebsiella is an organism associated with urinary 
tract infections, which used to be easy to treat with antibi¬ 
otics. Doctors are now encountering a strain that cannot be 
treated with oral antibiotics and need intravenous therapy. 

• Acinetobacter is a bug causing problems in intensive care 
units because it is resistant to antibiotics. 


next thing that comes,” he said. 

Controlling the use of antibiotics is particu¬ 
larly important in tackling the other infamous 
superbug - Clostridium difficile. 

The gut organism attracted unprecedented 
media attention after a Healthcare Commission 
investigation found it was responsible for the 
deaths of at least 90 patients during two out¬ 
breaks in 2004 and 2006 at Maidstone and 


Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust hospitals. 

Antibiotics kill off a lot of the normal bacte¬ 
ria in the stomach, which allows the C diff that 
might be there in low numbers to grow, pro¬ 
ducing a very powerful toxin. 

Discovered in 1978, C diff was thought to be 
a normal outcome for patients on antibiotics. 

But in 2000 experts became concerned after 
reports from the US about a more severe strain 
of the diarrhoea bug that was killing patients. 

It was not until 2004, when two outbreaks at 
Stoke Mandeville Hospital led to 33 deaths, 
that the strain arrived in the UK 

Coupled with the outbreaks at Maidstone, 
NHS trusts now take the infection seriously and 
rates are low across the country, Dr Nash said. 

C diff can be treated with antibiotic or probi¬ 
otic treatments and in some severe cases 
patients may have to have surgery to repair 
damaged intestines. However, alcogels do not 
kill C diff - soap and water are necessary to 
defeat the bug’s spores. 

Dr Nash said: “We think we’ve moved from it 
[C diff] being endemic to a situation where we 
have clusters. We think if we can keep it up we 
won’t see high rates of C diff again.”

Environmental damage is 
nucleus of power problem 


SO British Energy support the 
government’s plan to build more 
nuclear power stations; there’s a 
surprise.

Everybody in what we still hold to be our 
free society is entitled to their own opinion, 
and mine is that nuclear power is one of the 
greatest confidence tricks ever foisted on 
human society. 

The whole nuclear power industry was set 
up to produce material for use in nuclear 
weapons. It was never was conceived as, or 
intended to be, an economical way to produce 
electricity, and the problems of decommission¬ 


ing power stations and dealing with the waste 
were deliberately ignored. 

I am not alone by any means in this opinion. 
Here are some of the thoughts on the subject 
from well-known pressure groups who have 
been proved right on many subjects in the past 
50 years. These are the kind of organisations 
that have made us aware of the threat to 
whales, the dangers of weapons of mass 
destruction, the cruel treatment of farm ani¬ 
mals, and indeed, global warming itself, 
among other things. 

GREENPEACE: Even if Britain built ten 
new reactors, nuclear power can only deliver a 
four per cent cut in carbon emissions some 
time after 2025. Even the Government admits 
this (Sustainable Development Commission 
figure). It’s too little too late at too high a price. 

CND: Nuclear power is not the answer to cli¬ 
mate change - in fact, even if we doubled the 
amount of nuclear power in the UK there 
would only be an eight per cent reduction in 
greenhouse gases. It is neither carbon emis¬ 
sion free nor would new power stations come 
on stream for at least ten years. It threatens 
the environment and people’s health. 


No safe solution has yet been devised to 
store its carcinogenic toxic radioactive waste, 
some of which is dangerous for thousands of 
years. It also leaves us vulnerable to the possi¬ 
bility of nuclear accidents or even terrorist 
attack. 

FRIENDS OF THE EARTH director, Tony 
Juniper: “The decision to encourage the con¬ 
struction of new nuclear stations in the UK is 
both irrational and unfortunate. It is irra¬ 
tional because the economics do not stack up 
and because renewables and energy efficiency 
could meet our needs more quickly and sus¬ 
tainably. It is unfortunate because the nuclear 
option will limit our ability to lead in the excit¬ 
ing and fast growing new markets for modem 
energy sources. And that is bad news for the 
UK economy and jobs”. 

Much more has been said, and will be said, 
on the subject. But remember, it is unlikely we 
will have to pay for this folly; those who come 
after us certainly will.

utation as one of the South East’s leading 
purveyors of ambient and conceptual stoner 
rock, with a very local flavour.

The video was nominated for best film at 
the Royal Art Project show in London, and 
Ben now works for a visual design company 
up in London. 

The band has always been interested in 
more than just the music, seeking to make 
Sons of Alpha Centauri a complete sensory 
experience. To this end they have employed 
computer-generated projections at several 
gigs, meshing sound and images together to 
create an immersive audio-visual experience 
for their growing numbers of fans. 

Nick said: ‘We’ve always believed the visu¬ 
al aspect is important. As the music is instru¬ 
mental, it leaves people free to make their 
own interpretations of it, which is cool, but 
the visuals are a guiding light.”

Who or what brings you to Thanet?

An agent persuaded her to try her 
luck on the alternative comedy cir¬ 
cuit, where she earned a cult follow¬ 
ing with the pseudonym The Sea 
Monster.

She then landed her own Channel 
4 series, Jo Brand Through The 
Cakehole, which established her in 
the mainstream as one of the coun¬ 
try’s favourite female comics. 

During the 80s and 90s, her dis¬ 
tinctive image - big hair, dark clothes 
and Doc Marten boots - went hand 
in hand with her heavily feminist 
material. Pet topics included sexism 
and prejudice against fat people, but 
the perceptive quality of her jokes 
made her just as popular with men 
and thin people. 

Since becoming a wife and mother 
to two daughters, Brand’s humour 
has evolved and now takes in mar¬ 
riage, family life and the challenges 
of getting older. She has also 
branched out from stand-up, becom¬ 
ing a popular semi-regular panellist 
on the intelligent panel game QI and 
fulfilling an ambition by appearing 
on Countdown in the Dictionary 
Comer. 

With her dry and razor-sharp wit, 
she often leaves younger male come¬ 
dians speechless on programmes 
such as Never Mind The Buzzcocks 
and Have I Got News For You.

If not, his latest movie The Bucket List was 
bound to do the job - it follows two seriously ill 
men who make a list of things to do before 
they Trick the bucket’. 

“I think fear of death and fear of the 
unknown motivates people not to live in the 
now” says Jack, sunglasses, as usual, fixed in 
place. 

“I always mistrusted someone who said they 
didn’t want to live forever. I changed my mind 
when I thought to myself, the real question is 
not whether you want to live forever, but do 
you want to live forever at the expense of your 
children? Because if suddenly people stopped 
dying, we’d have a real ecological problem on 
our hands.” 

These days, Jack doesn’t do a lot of movies, 
averaging about one a year since 2000.

WHEN you think of Ready, Steady, 
Cook presenter Ainsley Harriott, 
you probably picture a bundle of 
boundless energy, all flamboyant 
enthusiasm and hearty chuckles. 

Off the television, the chef is a little more 
sedate - but not much. On the morning we 
speak, he’s had a tough week of filming and a 
very late night, but he’s still as jolly as ever. 

“People always think I’m this zany character. 
It’s always me or Lenny Henry,” the 50-year- 
old says with a large grin. “But I think I just 
see the funny side of life, I don’t see the nega¬ 
tive side, and I think that’s a very good energy 
to be around.” 

He does admit that today he is extremely 
tired, but will be filming more episodes of 
Ready, Steady, Cook later in the afternoon. 

“We’ve been in the studio for four days last 
week and four days this week, and it just 
catches up with you. But Dr Showbiz takes 
over and you get on with it. 

“You have to keep the energy going because 
it’s an afternoon show and everybody wants to 
have that little lift!” 

Ainsley always knew he wanted a career in 
food and being able to combine that with tele¬ 
vision has been a dream come true for him as 
he also has a background in performing. 

As a young man, in addition to training in 
the kitchen, he performed in numerous come¬ 
dy clubs, even once doing a turn on the stage 
of The London Palladium. 

“It was a great way of subsidising my 
income,” he remembers. “The catering busi¬ 
ness is really bad to start with, so having the 
ability to go out and do a bit of work in come¬ 
dy and perform with a few friends was great.

“I was hanging out with Jack Dee, Alan 
Davies, Arthur Smith, Lee Evans, the list goes 
on. I’m in a room with these guys, watching 
these talented geniuses do their thing, and I’m 
there with a very mediocre double act called 
the Calypso Twins,” he says with that trade¬ 
mark cackle. “But it was brilliant, I loved it.” 

His first foray into television came when he 
was made resident chef on Good Morning 
With Anne And Nick, which lead to more work 
on Can’t Cook, Won’t Cook, and Ready, Steady, 
Cook. Then, when Fern Britton left the latter 
programme, Ainsley was asked to take over as 
presenter. 

“It was pretty daunting,” he recalls. “It was 


dramatically different from being one of the 
chefs.” 

While he loves taking on the role of host, 
Ainsley reveals he’s sometimes itching to get 
involved with the food and has to stop himself 
advising the other chefs what to make from 
the bags of ingredients brought in by the day’s 
celebs. 

“I find it so frustrating,” he groans. 
“Sometimes I want to strangle them and say, 
‘How could you do that to that lovely veg¬ 
etable?’ But it’s their gig.” 

Of course, Ainsley is not alone in thinking he 
can do better than the other chefs, they are, 
let’s not forget, an extremely competitive breed 
- and apparently that element of their nature 
is clearly visible for all to see backstage. 

“Oh they are very competitive,” Ainsley 
grins. “Especially the established ones who 
have been there for a while like Nick Naim 
and Paul Rankin. It’s terrible when those two 
are up against each other. They are almost 
pushing their fingers into each other’s chests 
behind the scenes before they come out! It’s a 
gladiatorial battleground!” 

And those battles are not just reserved for 
Ready, Steady, Cook. Talk to any celebrity chef 
and it seems they’ve got some sort of beef with 
at least one of their peers. Although Ainsley 
doesn’t join in this banter, he’s been on the 
receiving end of a tongue lashing from Gordon 
Ramsay, who once said, “He’s not a serious 
chef, he’s a comedian”. 

But while Ainsley may never have owned a 
restaurant, he does run a catering business, 
and says life as a restaurateur never really 
appealed to him. 

“I was a bit nervous about it,” he explains. “I 
always felt I was going to be locked in with no 
escape.”

Explore a lakeside retreat

Driving along the precarious wind¬ 
ing roads and through tunnels cut 
into the jagged mountains remind¬ 
ed me of a scene from The Italian 
Job. 

But it wasn’t a Mini we were travelling in, 
the location wasn’t Turin and Michael Caine 
was nowhere to be seen. In fact, we were doing 
a circuit of Lake Garda, Italy’s largest lake, 
which lies in the foothills of the Dolomites in 
the north of the country. 

Lake Garda, peppered with a mixture of 
elaborate hotels, pebble beaches and beautiful 
towns against a stunning mountainous back¬ 
drop, has plenty on offer for the discerning 
traveller. 

Thankfully, unlike other popular resorts, 
architects haven’t dug into the spectacular 
hillside to create holiday apartments or com¬ 
mercial villages. The scenery varies enormous¬ 
ly, from the craggy mountains of the north, to 
the rich vineyards of the middle reaches and 
the gentle plains which back the southern 
shores. 

We were staying at Europa Silvella, a pretty 
campsite near Salo, on the south west of the 
lake, shaded by olive trees. 

Our drive north took us past Salo through 
tree-lined roads alongside picturesque towns 
including Gardone Riviera and Gargnano and, 
almost at the tip of the lake, to the more com¬ 
mercial town of Limone, where you can hire

pedalos, go for a swim or even catch a car ferry 
across the lake to Malcesine, also known as 
the Riviera of Olives, which was loved by 
many celebrated writers and artists, most 
notably Goethe. 

Many of the campsites around Lake Garda 
(and there are a lot of them) are situated on 
the hillside and enjoy stunning views of the 
lake. We were able to access the lake from our 
campsite for a swim and to just watch the 
world go by. 

Lake Garda, which lies around half way 
between Venice and Milan, was formed by gla¬ 


ciers at the end of the last ice age and is divid¬ 
ed between the regions of Lombardy, Trentino 
and the Veneto. 

It may have an alpine setting, but the tem¬ 
perature is like the Mediterranean as the lake 
acts as a gigantic solar panel, with a ring of 
mountains retaining the heat. 

It’s 98 miles around the lake, so you can 
drive around it in a day, although we were 
keen to explore the many gorgeous villages 
and towns on its banks. To the north nearer 
the mountains it is windier and narrower, just 
two miles across at its narrowest point, and 
that’s where much of the sailing and windsurf¬ 
ing takes place. 

Further south there’s still a plethora of 
water-based activities, from water skiing and 
jet skiing to scuba diving and fishing. 

If you are going to drive, I would recommend 
hiring a small car rather than a big people car¬ 
rier because parking can be tricky close to the 
lake in the height of season. 

The best mode of travel for me, however, was 
the ferry. You can get to major towns across 
the lake this way, without the hassle of traffic 
or parking, although it is quite pricey - around 
60 Euros (£42) for a half-hour trip for a family 
of four. 

I have to say that eating out in Lake Garda 
is not cheap for families unless you live on 
shared pizzas. It is the Cote D’Azur of Italy, so 
expect to pay accordingly. 

We found the Italians extremely child- 
friendly, the water cleaner than a lot of the 
Mediterranean and the ambience stylish but 
relaxed. 

All in all, the perfect Italian job.

Regret over rise in 
repossession cases 

FOLLOWING the release of the latest 
repossession figures by the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders, the National 
Association of Estate Agents has 
expressed “regret” over the reported rise. 

But the group said a sense of perspec¬ 
tive on the marketis necessary. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive at 
the NAEA, said: “We always regret hear¬ 
ing news about repossession rises. 

“Difficult economic conditions have 
taken their toll on some homeowners 
recently and this is certainly unfortu¬ 
nate. It is vital that people looking at the 
wider market do not lose their sense of 
perspective, however. 

“The 2007 repossession figures are 
still massively down on those seen in the 
early 90s, when nearly 80,000 were 
recorded in one year compared with 
27,100 last year.” 

Agencies struggle 
to keep their staff 

DESPITE a very healthy market, many 
letting companies say they are finding it 
increasingly difficult to find and hang on 
to good quality staff. 

Although the basic earning potential 
remains good, letting companies are 
finding the market a tougher place than 
before and research shows that many 
employees are choosing to either leave 
the industry altogether or sit tight. 

According to the business, many let¬ 
ting companies have realised that an 
important element of their reputation 
and brand image is how their staff deal 
with members of the public. 

ID theft threat to 
county's landlords 

LANDLORDS are being warned against 
the threat of identity threat by 
unscrupulous tenants. 

According to a report, sales and letting 
agents are being warned to be on their 
guard for tenants with fake references 
who then assume the landlord’s identity, 
apply for a mortgage and run off with 
the cash. 

Rob Tancred, director of estate agency 
Capital Bromley, said: “If you do not 
have a mortgage on your property it is 
easy for a conman to obtain the title 
deeds and take one out in your name.” 


RESEARCH by The Homebuyer 
and Property Investor Show has 
revealed some homeowners are 
ignorant about basic financial 
issues, particularly in relation to 
mortgages. 

Although rising interest rates have a signif¬ 
icant impact on individual wealth, only one 
third of the respondents questioned knew 
what the Bank of England base rate was last 
month. It currently stands at 5.25 per cent. 

Over 50 per cent of people believed the rate 
was under 5.5 per cent. These findings were 
confounded by the fact that 59 per cent did not

know what the current interest rate was on 
their mortgage. 

Such ignorance is worrying news for home- 
owners, many of whom could face a payment 
shock when their fixed rate mortgages come to 
an end soon. 

The survey also showed an alarmingly low 
number of homeowners understand the mort¬ 
gage options available, with only 34 per cent of 
respondents knowing that the tracker mort¬ 
gage tracks the Bank of England’s base rate. 

Nick Clark, managing director of 
Homebuyer Events, said: “The Bank of 
England interest rate plays a crucial part in 


determining homeowners’ personal wealth. 
With borrowers not keeping their eye on the 
ball they could find they are paying way above 
the odds on their current mortgage. 

“It is concerning that homeowners seem not 
to be on top of basic personal financial issues. 
Buying a house and signing up to a mortgage 
is possibly the largest financial commitment 
we make in our lives and yet the sheer num¬ 
ber of people who do not understand the basic 
terms and processes is very worrying. 

“However, help is at hand as there are a 
large number of highly trained financial advi¬ 
sors who can help explain the basic details as 
well as the more complex issues and keep bor¬ 
rowers abreast of any relevant changes and 
save them money in the long run.”

163bhp 320d unit is every bit as impressive in 
today’s ‘squeeze the motorist diy’ Britain. 

With virtual petrol engine refinement it deliv¬ 
ers pulling power across the range as the con¬ 
summate all-rounder for town and country and 
relaxed (45mpg-plus) motorway cruiser, aided 
by a well-spaced and slick six-speed gearbox. 

As generations of 3-Series have passed, 
BMW has extended the wheelbase to enhance 
balance and handling, so this sporty diesel 
eats up cross-country travel safely and secure¬ 
ly, with little body roll. 

However, this can also highlight a fidgety 
ride caused by run-flat tyres; BMW has 
ditched a spare wheel for extra boot space, but 
the drawback could outweigh the benefit.

Don't dismiss 
the pitfalls of 
missing work 
for football 


WORKERS are being urged not to 
score an own goal by throwing a 
sickie during this year’s Euro 2008 
football tournament. 

Amanda Finn, of Gullands solicitors in 
Maidstone, says that, although the UK does 
not have a presence in football’s second biggest 
showpiece event, many employers are already 
worrying about the employment issues that 
will undoubtedly arise. 

She says: ‘Without wishing to be killjoys, 
how can they deal with the issues that arise 
from absences which may affect their ability to 
maintain business as usual? 

“As a starting point it is a good idea to 
remind all staff of the company policy for 
requesting time off and notification of sic kn ess 
absence. 

“An employer does not have to accept a holi¬ 
day request, but it is important that all staff 
are treated fairly and consistently.” 

Here’s her advice to employers: 

“If you do decide to make allowances for 
changes in hours to accommodate matches 
then it is important to stress this is a tempo¬ 
rary arrangement and that employers deal 
with other staff requests, not football related, 
with similar sympathy. 

“Without seeking to make assumptions

about the gender of football fans, it is likely 
that if an employer has agreed to a small alter¬ 
ation in hours for many male employees, a 
refusal of a request for alteration to a female 
member of staff’s hours for other reasons 
could lead to claims of discrimination. 

“If the company is going to take a hard line 
in relation to sickness absence during Euro 
2008 it is important employees are told about 
this prior to the event and that the procedure 
does not depart from any contractual scheme. 

“Employers will have to be very sure of their 
facts to take disciplinary action and in any 
event should be careful to follow the statutory 
disciplinary procedures to avoid a trip to the 
employment tribunal. 

“And what of the worst case scenario? An 
employee who has taken holiday to attend the 
matches is involved in violence. What can the 
employer do then? The answer is not as 
straightforward as you might imagine. 

“Behaviour which takes place in an employ¬ 
ee’s own time may not give an employer suffi¬ 
cient justification for dismissal.”

MARGATE ensured they are still in 
the play-off hunt after one of their 
best displays at Hartsdown Park 
this season.

However, his looping left 
foot cross flew over the top of the Staines goal¬ 
keeper and into the net. Jackson may tell you 
he meant it, but those at Hartsdown Park know 
different. 

The Blues wrapped the game up in the 90th 
minute when Steve McKimm jinked his way 
past two defenders and fed James Pinnock who 
made no mistake. 

Margate boss Robin Trott said after the 
game: “I think the boys have been very disap¬ 
pointed with how we have played lately, they 
have felt they let the fans down, themselves 
down and me and Steve McKimm down.

Trott was upset about the penalty, receiving a 
yellow card for it while on the pitch, and said 
decisions can end up costing teams more than 
just a goal: “We have had two against us now.

The game was marred by an ugly incident at 
the final whistle. Blues midfielder Dean 
Standen is believed to have been abused by one 
of the club’s fans. Margate players had to get 
him away from the crowd at the final whistle. 

Trott said: “I think he was getting abuse from 
a fan and that is not acceptable.”
